about Ricord M, Wyllie remerked that he had always made 


it a point to reserve the Counsul General's private 
communications, when he could distinguish 
them as such which was not always easy, as he 
dealt in communications styled memorandums, 
"apuntes sueltos," some written in the first person, 
some in the third and some in both, some with 
e margin and some without it, some under 
official envelope and others not, some marked 
on H. R. M's Service snd others not, some dated 
and others not dated. But whenever a com- 
munication was marked Private, he invarisbly 
reserved it from every body. 
My Ricord brought forward the copy of 
Consul General Miller's letter of the 28tb March, 
which on the same day MY Wyllie had sent to 
him for the careful consideration of MS Rich- 
ards & of ME Judd in connection with M? Ri- 
cord. M% Ricord stated that the letter end

It was remarked ers the course pursued 
by the Consul General, no Officer of the Government 
was safe from his attacks, while he claimed a 
perfect immunity from ail responsibility. 

After his violent conduct at the trial of 
Cherlton, the funeral of Haslilio, the examina- 
tion of the Young Chief's, to several Ladies, and in 
the Pelece on the 17*2 March, it would not be 
proper for the King to trust to his command of 
temper, in any private explanation he might 
render.

M Wyllie remarked that if such were 
their present values, & if they could be conveyed 
securely to the Government, so great would be 
the augmentation of their value, unless the Govt 
adopted a retrograde policy, in ten yesrs, 
thet between thet increase and the yearly rents, 
it would be not only safe to adopt even the 
least favorsble of the modes of compromise 
proposed, but in his opinion the Government 
would gain lergely by it. 

After some further discussion,

details. 

In so saying M Wyllie remerked, I do 
not wish to te understood as having a less

most just cause might, by a possible error
